Thousands of Candles Shed a Mellow, Yellow Radiance O'er 

the Town 



Comlitions \vere ideal for the en- 
joyment of Christmas Eve in Narberth. 
Myriads of stars winked and twinkled 
in the sable sky, and were reflected in 
countless sparkling scintillations by 
the snowy robe that shrouded old 
Mother, Earth. An expectant hush per- 
vaded all nature, and in Kiddoland 
every ear was attuned to catch the 
first faint footfalls of Santa's reindeer 
and the merry twinkling of his sleigh- 
bells, as he flew from roof to roof 
on his kindly mission. The churches 
were brilliantly lighted, their stained 
glass windows showing the symbols 
of the loving Saviour who brought 
peace and good-will to all men, while 
strains of sweetest music floated forth 
as the good old hymns of praise and 
adoration were sung with unwonted 
fervor. 

It was at this time that our scribe 
set out, accompanied by a sympathetic 
companion, on a tour of the high and 
by-ways of Our Town, in search of 
light, especially candle light, to see 
whether the beautiful custom of plac- 
ing lighted candles in the windows had 
grown in favor or not. They were well 
rewarded, because, by actual count, 
there were at least 115 homes thus 
decorated, and where candles were not 
•used, the curtains were up and 
thousands of electric lights flashed out 
their messages of Christmas cheer. 
Lovely evergreen wreaths hung in the 
windows, and in many homes, 
glimpses of evergreen trees, with my."!- 
terious forms flitting about them, in- 
dicated that Santa's aids were busy in 
the work of distribution. 

Where there were so many beauti- 
fully lighted homes, it would be almost 
invidious to single out any for special 
mention. However, had we been com- 
missioned to award a prize, it would 
have gone to Mr. and Mrs. Frederick 
G. Woodworth, of 420 Haverford ave- 
nue The -windows on every side of 
their home -were brilliantly illuminat- 
ed with candles arranged in crescent 
form, giving the effect of a huge 
Christmas tree. The mellow, yellow 
radiance of the candle light reflected 
by the snow, bathed the entire neigh- 
Taorhood in a golden glow and flooded 
it with suggestions of Christmas cheer.

Our reporter was especially pleased 
to see the illumination in the home 
of Mr. Way, at the entrance to Nar- 
brook Park, in the first house built 
in the park limits by Mr. William T. 
Harris. This augurs well for the fu- 
ture, and we can foresee how beautiful 
tlie park will be in a few years, when 
lighted for Christmas. 

The home of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
W'. Thompson, corner of Essex and 
Price avenues, was very effectively 
lighted by rows of candles in tiers, 
one for each story. Owing to the com- 
manding location of the house, this 
could be seen for a great distance, and 
was a very striking feature of tli* 
general illumination. 

Xext door to Mr. Thompson is the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Erich Krell, 
who adopted a very novel and unique 
method of lighting. There is a very 
handsome evergreen tree on their 
lawn, which was covered with lighted 
candles, burning very steadily, ow- 
ing to the absence of any wind. The 
effect was wonderfully beautiful. And 
just there something wonderful hap- 
pened. There was a burst of beauti 
ful music, as though the horns o[ 
elfland were softly blowing, mingled 
with the tinkle of sleigh bells. Sud- 
denly, a shadowy sleigh, drawn by 
six beautiful reindeer, leaped right 
from the roof of Mr. Krell's home to 
the roof of Mr. Barrie's house, and 
from there to Mr. Shand's house, ad- 
joining. As it passed a muffled 
voice was heard to say, "Hurry up, 
Mother, with that crying doll for 
Gran'pa Shand to give to 'Ginny!'" 
And then, with lightning speed, it flew 
over to Papa Timm's home, across 
the way. 

It is to be regretted that we cannot 
give credit by name to all who helped 
brighten Christmas Eve in this way, 
but we know every effort was appre- 
ciated and heightened the general ef- 
fect. Some members of the fire de- 
partment feared that the custom of 
candle lighting might lead to fires, 
but great care was taken in every case 
and happily, nothing untoward occur- 
red. There is no doubt that the cus- 
tom is rapidly growing in favor, and 
by next year practically the whole 
town will be lighted in this way. 
There should be some definite under- 
standing as to the time of lighting, 
say from 7 to 10 P. M. An under- 
standing should also be arrived at 
with the Christmas carolers, as to a 
route, and time for re-lighting the 
candles in their honor.

PUBLIC WELFARE ON 
HIS PERIODICAL TIRADE 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

In last week's Issue of Our Town 
the Essex avenue resident relates 
his conversation with a Main Line 
communter in which he optimistically 
pointed out the advantages of living 
in an up-to-idate, progressive town 
like Narberth, where the borough offi- 
cials even accommodated the residents 
by having the sidewalks cleaned im- 
mediately after a heavy snowfall. 

But would not the Main Line com- 
muter have received a tremendous 
shock and have been completely dis- 
illusioned were he to have seen Nar- 
berth's sidewalks for several days fol- 
lowing the publication of the highly 
eugolistic article? 

Not in the past ten years were con- 
ditions so execrable and intolerable. 
'Twas jiot caused by the dereliction 
of duty of any of the borough em- 
ployes. On the contrary, they per- 
formed their work in their usual satis- 
factory manner. It was due entirely to 
the lack of co-operation of the citi- 
zens. Invariably after the plow is 
pressed into service there remama 
probably a few Inches of hard-pressed 
snow, and it would require but a few 
minutes' time of any public-spirited 
citizen to remove it from the side- 
walk, thereby obviating the abomin- 
able condition that prevailed last 
Thursday after the heavy downpour 
of rain. 

Where the convenience of our citi- 
zens is concerned It is apparent that 
the majority of our residents are In 



a state of innocuous desuetude, suffer- 
ing from ennui, the hookworm or 
some other malady, and to compel 
them to have consideration for the 
convenience of their fellow townsi 
men and to arouse them from their 
supine indifference, Councils should 
pass an ordinance compelling, all 
property owners and tenants to clean 
their pavements twelve hours after 
the cessation of a snowfall or Inflict 
a fine of $5 and costs on all neglect- 
ing to do so. That is evidently the 
only alternative to compel the citi- 
zens to do their duty. Will Councils 
consider the matter? There are hun- 
dreds of people awaiting it.
